Domed rink may be neighbor 
to new Boyne Falls School - 


With the hot and muggy weather this past weekend, talk of ice 
in any shape and form is refreshing. 

Ice was one of the topics in the hot Boyne Valley Township Hall 
Monday evening as American Recreational Structures (ARS) out- 
lined its plan to build a domed hockey rink in conjunction with 
Boyne USA on property next to the site of the new Boyne Falls 


ARS had been working on plans to build a domed rink on the 
outskirts of Boyne City on property across from Boyne City Lanes, 
but in the past six weeks has been working with Boyne USA to 
build the rink on a 30-acre parcel owned by the resort. 

Jerome Flint and John Martin, two of the five partners in ARS, 
an Owosso company, presented details of their plan to township 
planners. The rink will be 85’ X 200', a standard NHL size, and will 
have an inflatable dome. There will also be an indoor tennis court

Iron Works 
faces fine 


= State alleges 
safety violations 
in worker’s death 


The Michigan Department of 
Consumer and Industry Services has 
fined the East Jordan Iron Works 
$7,500 for alleged safety violations 
following the investigation of the 
death of a worker on May 29. 

Jonathan Mathers, 28, of Boyne 
City, a maintenance worker at the 
foundry, died after being pinned be- 
tween an overhead pipe and the frame 
of the aerial lift he was operating 
while installing overhead piping. He 
was found by coworkers and pro- 
nounced dead at Charlevoix Area 
Hospital later that day. 

The foundry was issued three “‘se- 
rious” citations which investigators 
believe do not comply with the 
Michigan Occupational Safety and 
Health Act provisions. 

According to a report issued by 
the state, the Iron Works did not as- 
sure that the “forward” directional 
arrow signs located on the front and 
rear of the aerial lift’s base carriage 
assembly were legible and unob- 
scured, . -

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WORK.ON FIELDS WILL BENEFIT ADULTS AS WELL AS YOUTH 


On a soccer mission 


By GINA SOLTIS KENDELL 


It may be a bit optimistic to think 
soccer will be played on the proposed 
new fields at Boyne City’s Rotary 
Park this fall, but volunteer and soc- 
cer aficionado John Nagle is giving 
it his best shot. 

Though the city paid $10,000 for 
a grubbing contract to remove stumps 
and provide rough grading for soc- 
cer fields and ball diamonds at Ro- 
tary Park — the expense was cov- 
ered by revenue received from log- 
ging the parcel as well as well as $750 
each from the Boyne 4-H youth soc- 
cer and little league baseball — much 
work is still needed. 

And a $671,000 grant the city 
applied for to complete the two soc- 
cer fields, two baseball fields and a 
softball field won't be announced 
until later this summer. Awards were 
scheduled to be announced July 17, 
but a delay in processing applications 
has pushed it back. Even if the money 
is granted, construction wouldn’t be- 
gin this year. 

Nagle isn’t waiting around for the 
outcome and has already put in about 
25 hours with his own backhoe pil- 
ing up leftover logs, stumps and 
branches, leveling out dirt and dig- 
ging a culvert to assist with water 
runoff. 

His requests for volunteer assis- 
tance from other community mem- 
bers has gone unanswered so far, ex- 
cept for a couple of folks who pitched 
in a few hours of help. 

Major progress on the field came 
from Burt Moeke who donated a 
large bulldozer and driver for a day 
of moving dirt and brush making the 
plot level enough to at least have one 
soccer field if the stump pile plopped 
in its center is removed. Nagle tried 
burning the pile, but it wouldn’t stay 
lit. It will probably have to be hauled 
away by the city. 

“In 10 hours it made a heck of an 
improvement in that field,” Nagle 
said of Moeke’s bulldozer. 

Their efforts will benefit youth in 
the community, but Nagle believes 
getting adults involved in playing the 
game is key to strengthening the 
youth program. 

“Personally, I'd just like to have 
a place we (adults) can go and play 
soccer,” he said. 


“I’m hoping more adults get involved in 
it. They’ll play the game and it will be 
easy for them to go coach soccer.” 


“If the adults are there, it will in- 
crease the knowledge passed on to 
the kids.” 

Few adults in the area grew up 
playing soccer, making it difficult to 
teach the game’s finer points to the 
next generation. 

“When I was a kid I played ev- 
erything and for someone my sizc, 
soccer was the best thing,” he said. 

It’s aerobic, cheap and size isn’t 
a big advantage, he said. 

For a 10 year span beginning in 
the late 1970s, Nagle played on a 
men’s league in Boyne City ona field 
near where LexaMar is today. 

With an average age of about 31, 
it was the oldest team in the league. 
Many of its members were from East 
Jordan. They faced clubs from 
Traverse City, Petoskey, Gaylord, 
Charlevoix, Alpena, Mackinac Is- 
Jand, Cadillac and Walloon Village. 

They also hosted teams from 
Northern Michigan College and the 
Carpathia Kickers — a competitive 


team from an open men’s league in 
the Detroit area. 
“It can be done again,” Nagle 


said.

“I’m hoping more adults get in- 
volved in it,” he said. “They'll play 
the game and it will be easy for them 
to go coach soccer. They won’t be 
intimidated because they’l] know the 
tules.” 

Nagle organized the Boyne City 
Bears this summer, an informal adult 
co-ed soccer club which is open to 
anyone 18 and older, regardless of 
experience. 

The group meets once per week 
on Thursdays at 6:30 p.m. behind 
Boyne Valley Lodge. The cost is $1 
per game. 

“Games” so far have been drills 
and scrimmages and more novices 
have shown up than have experi- 
enced players. 

“We don’t care if they know the 
game. At this point, anybody who’s 
interested at all can play,” Nagle said. 
“If they don’t want to play, they can 
watch and they can pick up some of 
the rules.” 

“I'd like to be able to watch soc- 
cer too,” Nagle said, envisioning 
tournaments coming to the area. 

Youth play on several fields 
around town, but none are regulation

size — between 60-80 yards wide 
and 110-130 long.

“If you want to invite a team to 
come over and play you, where are 
you going to play?” he asked. 

Nagle only foresees the game 
growing in popularity in Boyne, as it 
has in surrounding areas. Youth soc- 
cer tournaments in Petoskey draw 
teams from all over the state, includ- 
ing metro Detroit, with games over- 
flowing its multi-field Click Road 
facility. 

East Jordan High School will add 
both men’s and women’s varsity soc- 
cer to its high school sports schedule 
this coming school year, and like 
Boyne City, has a growing 4-H youth 
soccer program. 

“For future development we 
should be looking in other places.” 
Nagle said. He noted that Boyne 
City’s Air/Industrial Park would be 
ideal —- it’s flat and city owned.

Syrian theology graduate brings 
message to Boyne City church 


Just wvo weeks out of the Near 
East School of Theology in Beirut 
24-year-old Syrian Huda Kandalaft 
is already preaching —- but not in her 
home country. 

Most recently she tok the pulpit 
at the First Presbyterian Church in 
Boyne City. 

Since arriving in the United States 
in late June, Kandalaft has been mak- 
ing her way north through Michigan 
to Presbytery Point near Marquette 
to be a mission in residence for two 
months at the camp. 

On her way. she will preach at two 
churches a weekend, focusing her 
sermons on peace in the Middle East. 

She said people ask about her 
country and the Israeli-Arab prob- 
Jems and she tells them, “We look 
forward for peace. We hope that the 
peace talks will start all over again.” 

Kandalaft said the Syrian Presby- 
terian Church supports Syria‘s 
president's position on Israel. 

The church feels the United States 
supports Israel “and we (Christians) 
took forward to the United States 
support,” she said. 

The Israel of today includes 
people from all over, she said. “These 
people are not all descendants of the 
Old Testament.” 

After two months in the U.S., she 
will return to Syria to teach the faith 
to children and church members and 
to respect and co-exist with other 


groups such as Muslims. 

Females are not allowed to 
be ordained in the Presbyterian 
Church in Syria. But Kandalaft 
said it’s not a top priority. 

“Achieving peace comes 
first on the agenda,” she said. 

She also cites addressing the 
issue of the church's existence 
altogether as important, as 
people leave the church and the 
country in search of peace else- 
where. 

Although she had always 
wanted to enter the religious 
life, Kandalaft's family encour- 
aged her to wait until she was a 
little older to make a final deci- 
sion. 

As she worked toward a 
bachelor’s degree in English litera- 
ture, she “was just struggling with 
whether I was really called by God 
or not.” 

She didn’t expect any obvious 
signs, but while watching the film 
“Jesus of Nazareth,” her answer was 
confirmed. 

When Judas asked “Lord, do you 
want me with you,” Kandalaft 
thought, “this is my same question.” 

Jesus said “the tree is known by 
its fruits.” 

Tt was then that Kandalaft knew 
what to do and applied to theology 
school. 

“It’s not whether I’m called or not,

but what fruits am I going to bring.” 
she said. 

“IT hope that people here under- 
stand me, that my work will be wid- 
ening their view and introducing our 
problems and issues as mid-eastern 
people,” Kandalaft said of her trav- 
els in Michigan. “I think if they un- 
derstand. they can do something.” 

Kandalaft stayed at the home of 
Anne and Ed Thurston during her 
time in Boyne City. Her own home. 
Homs, Syria, has a population of one 
million. She has an older brother, 
studying to be a pastor, and a younger 
sister. 

She beckons to Americans to visit 
the Middle East “because it’s a won- 
derful place. It’s a place of the be- 
ginning of Christianity.”

next spring. Once started it will take approximately 
22 months to complete. Like other Boyne USA 
properties, the lodge’s rooms are being sold as 
condominiums.

Poultry artist

which Har. had created for friends, 
led to. his-discovery. 

Though the American Poultry 
Association has its own artist, it 
wasn’t so for the ABA. 

Hart landed the contract and has 
begun work on the first series of 
128 bantam drawings. There are 
more than 400 breeds of bantams, 
and including both the male and 
female, there are more than 800 
birds altogether. He will use photos 
and some of his own poultry as 
models for the drawings. 

Hart, who was raised on an East 
Jordan dairy farm, showed animals 
through 4-H as a young boy and his 
artistic ability dates at least back to 
his kindergarten days. 

Kindergarten teacher Mrs. 
Bowerman is regarded as one of his 
biggest inspirations. Years later, she 
still had a drawing of a horse he did 
as her student. 

“If it has fur, feather or fins, I 
draw it,” Hart said. 

His high school yearbook refers 
to him as the next Pablo Picasso, 
and it was in Brazil, where he 
studied at the Society of Fine Arts 
in Rio de Janeiro, that he won a 
silver medal in an arts competition 
for a drawing of a life size peacock 
sitting on an apple branch. 

While there, he polished his 
Portuguese language skills, and can 
also speak Spanish, French, 
German and Italian. He plays eight 
musical instruments. He is well 
rounded. 

Twenty years later, he devotes 
much of his time to his rolling 240- 
acre farm and raising his own 
poultry —- he has 600 birds 
altogether. 

There are Shetland ducks and 
geese — only one other person in 
the Western Hemisphere raises 
them. He has chickens from 
England and Belgium and the ones 
from Chili lay turquoise blue eggs. 
His 160 Modena pigeons are from 
Italy and he has four breeds of 
Chinese owl pigeons. There are 250 
ducks — 30 varieties, and 20 
breeds and varieties of chickens. 

Fowl live alongside Hart's 35 
Scottish blackface sheep. 

Since 1980, he has shown his 
own poultry at big shows and is the 
vice president of the International 
Muscovy Breeders Association.

Flipping through pictures of 
poultry, other facts come quickly to 
mind, such as white earlobes mean 
white eggs and red earlobes mean 
brown eggs. In judging, a Japanese 
bantam’s tail has to be angled past 
90 degrees. The record for the 
longest tail is 34’8”. There are eight 
different colors of combs. Some 
chickens have four toes, some have 
five. All Asiatic classes of bantams 
have yellow legs. 

In 1958, the ABA’s poultry artist 
died, leaving breeder show judging 
to be based on art from the 1950s 
and a written description. And there 
never was a color standard. 

Hart will be the first official 
artist since then. His initial black 
and white illustrations will be “red- 
marked” by members of the 
particular bantam’s breeder club. 
Once they are fine-tuned, he will 
add color to them in pencil and ink 
pen to be made into color plates. 

“This is not paint,” he points out 
— though the shading compels you 
to feel the drawing’s “texture.” 
Unlike with paint, if he errs, he 
can’t go over it again but must start 
from scratch. 

“The biggest compliment is 
people wanting to touch it,” Hart 
said. 

He’s found the best pencils are 
the Crayola brand he picks up from 
the local grocery store. Their 
texture on paper makes his draw- 
ings look more like real feathers. 
Because he uses so much black and 
white — and only one of each 
comes in a whole pack — Crayola 
sent him individual boxes of just 
black and white. 

Each of the drawings will be 
sponsored by individuals — usually 
breeders — or other such people. 
The ABA will receive one-fifth of 
the proceeds, Hart gets the remain- 
der.

He will show his own chickens 
and ducks and maybe some pigeons 
in four shows this year. 

Hart himself will be a judge at 
seven county fairs. 

“I’m the most lenient judge 
there is,” he said. 

Starting at the head, the comb 
color, beak color and length, and 
the waddle and beards are in- 
spected. Defects disqualify a bird 
from advancing in competition. The 
neck is looked at for size and color, 
the breast ts judged on how flat, 
narrow or high up it is. The wing 
sections are inspected and feathers 
are fluffed to reveal the colors 
underneath. 

Then winners of the cockerel 
(young male under a year), pullet 
(young female under a year), cock 
(male over a year) and hen (female 
over a year) categories in each 
breed and variety are pitted against 
each other, and so forth down the 
line. 

“It’s your interpretation of that 
breed and you hope your interpreta- 
tion is what the judges are looking 
for that day,” Hart said. 

“And now it’s my interpreta- 
tion” said Hart, of what judges in 
the U.S., Canada and perhaps other 
countries, will use to inspect 
poultry at hundreds of annual 
shows. 

He will teach 4-H members 
showmanship for poultry at a clinic 
in Gaylord. Unfortunately, he sees 
livestock farming becoming a thing 
of the past and his drawings a 
contribution, at least, to its 
memory. 

“After I’m long gone, hopefully 
the drawings will still be used to 
judge poultry,” he said.

and a driving range that will be set 
up when the rink is not being used. 

There will also be room for fu- 
ture expansion that could include a 
restaurant or gymnastics facility. 

Having the rink so close to the 
school and developing a partnership 
with Boyne USA were two of the 
main reasons, Flint said, that his com- 
pany decided to pursue the new lo- 
cation. 

“We will do this project at the 
same level of excellence as Boyne,” 
he said. Flint estimates the facility 
will cost between $1 million and $1.5 
million to build. 

Stephen Kircher, general manager 
of Boyne USA Michigan operations, 
said the indoor rink fits nicely with 
Boyne USA's vision of creating a 
four season resort community.

The directional arrow signs on the 
lift Mathers was operating were 
“covered with foundry soot and could 
not be seen to determine the rotation 
of the work platform. The work plat- 
form was rotated 180 degrees caus- 
ing the forward/reverse drive control 
to be in the opposite directional func- 
tion. (Mathers) was pinned between 
the marklift control panel guard and 
a water pipe when preparing to move 
the marklift at the end of his shift. 
This employee died as a result from 
injuries.” 

The report also claimed the Iron 
Works did not perform weekly pre- 
ventative maintenance inspections in 
accordance with the owner’s manual 
for the aerial lift. 

“The ‘forward drive’ control al- 
lowed from 48-55 inches of travel 
before the marklift would stop. The 
maximum travel required to top the 
machine in accordance with 
manufacturer’s owner’s manual is 3 
feet,” according to the report. 

The citation further states that the 
acrial lifts’ (marklift) owners manual 
requires weekly, monthly, six month 
and annual preventative maintenance 
inspections and that the employer 
only checked for cracks and perma- 


ambitious. Martin said they hope to 
have it operational by the middle of 
November.

nent deformation by using a load test 
every six months, The marklifts were 
maintained only when a defect or 
problem was brought to attention by 
the operator. Nor did the foundry 
have a procedure in place for weekly 
cleaning and maintaining of decals. 

The report also claimed employ- 
ees were not provided required train- 
ing to operate the aerial lifts, which 
have been in use for over IS years at 
the plant. 

Operations manual and 
manufacturer's safety rules were kept 
in managers’ offices and not avail- 
able to the employees nor did the 
foundry have a qualified person to 
provide instructions to employees in 
operating the controls, to explain the 
decals, warnings and instructions on 
the lifts. Employees were not aware 
of nor have they been trained on 
safety rules. 

Officials at the Iron Works were 
not available for comment. 

The company must pay the fine 
within 15 working days of the cita- 
tions’ issuance and it may appeal the 
Department of Consumer and Indus- 
try Services within 15 days for modi- 
fication or dismissal of a citation item 
and/or any proposed penalty or ic- 
quest an extension of time for abate- 
ment.
